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Administrative Law clinic 
in Washington, DC. 

This law school has yet 
to be able to turn a 
profit on this national 
tragedy, but god willing, 
next semester will be 
different,” said Bern¬ 
stein. 

The law school has 
taken out $1 million dol¬ 
lar policies on the lives 
of each student and a $2 
million dollar policy on 
Professor Kathleen 
Clark. In the event of a 
catastrophic disaster, the 
school looks to make 
$25 million in one shot, 
enough to add a much 
needed faculty massage 
parlor and day care. 

“This is much better 
than our other plan,” 
said Seligman. The law 
school was planning to 





add a “mandatory” ca¬ 
reer services plan 
where the top 10% of 
each class would re¬ 
ceive jobs with major 
law firms and the bot¬ 
tom 90% would be 
farmed out to corpo¬ 
rate America as slave 
labor. 

“Additionally, any catas¬ 
trophe would rid us of 
that menacing DA edi¬ 
tor, so everyone would 
be a winner,” exclaimed 
Seligman. 


Cost Cutting Measures at the DA

RICO AND THE LEGALITY OF BEING 


St. Louis (DA) - Acting on 
a petition organized by 3L 
Adam Lorenz, the faculty 
approved a new course 
for the spring semester, 
2002. The course will be 
team taught by noted pro¬ 
fessor Kathleen Brickey 
and Mr. Lorenz’s “Uncle 
Carmine.” Professor 
Brickey is a noted criminal

law scholar with a long 
history of discussing the 
legality of Italianism.
